Ancient and modern Egypti.ius were 
and are compelled to irrigate to raisu 
any crop. 
Italy and Anstria also irri- 


gate, although ia those countries them 
are places where crops can bo raised 
without irrigation. 


Irrigation is practiced in more than 


half of France. " It ia absolutely neces- 
sary in the greater part of Asia. 
Tbe 


eastern empires of old supported vast 
populations by irrigation. Two hun- 
dred and fifty million people in India 
are genarally supported by irrigation. 
Irrigation has baen practiced 011 this 
hemisphere from the beginning. 
In 


Mexico and South America a large por- 
tion of tho country requires irrigation 
to produce crops. 


We have acquired a large section of 


country requiring irrigation. It is ad- 
mitted that about two-fifths o£ tUe area 
ol the United States, excepting Alaska, 
requires irrigation. 


We have thus far proceeded to treat 


all land as if it ward arable land, to sur- 
vey it in tbe same way and to dUpOo« of 
it under the same laws, except the 
statute known as the desert-laud law, 
which is imperfect. The design of this 
law was good, and it has worked toler- 
ably well, but it needs some modifica- 
tions. Aside from that there has been 
no legislation by Congress looking to 
irrigation, except a general law which 
was pasned in 186G conferring rights to 
ditches and canals on the public lands 
for mining and agricultural purposes, 
and recognizing the use of water for 
those purposes. 


There has been some incidental legis- 


lation in regard to tLat matter, such as 
a recognition of the difference between 
arable lands, timber lands, mineral 
lauds, etc. In tho various acts provid- 
ing for the geological survey the fact 
that there is land requiring irrigation is 
r«-f!oguized. The various acts making 
appropriations for the geological sur- 
vey have provided for the classification 
of the lands, such as require irrigation 
and such as do not, snob as are desert, 
such as are agricultural, uud nuch as 
are mineral lauds. You have appropri- 
ations in this bill for the geological sur- 
vey, for topographical and geological 
surveys, and kindred subjects, nearly 
$000,000, 


The most important part of this geo- 


logical survey is the topographical sur- 
vey. That is the foundation of the geo- 
logical survey. You must hare the 
topography in order to give the geology. 
This survey of the country for the pur- 
poses of ascertaining its topography and 
geology commenced when I was n mem- 
ber of the Senate many years ago. 
An 


appropriation waa made for the purpose 
o( a geological survey along the line of 
the Pacific Railroad. 
Senator Conness, 


of California, proposed an amendment 
to thu Army appropriation bill for that 
purpose, and I ui.led him to si-car o its 
adoption. I afterwards secured an ap- 
propriation to enable the eagiueers of 
the War Department to go ou with the 
work, and it was conducted for a time 
under Lieutenant Wheeler. 
His was a 


very valuable topographical and geolog- 
ical work. 


It was subsequently taken from the 


Engineer Department, which may or 
may not have been a mistake, for our 
Army officers ought to have this exer- 
cise, and it would be for the benefit of 
the Army if they had it, although it is 
under tbe charge of a very competent 
anil enthusiastic man, who goes into it 
with nil his soul; and ho hus so acted 
that there ia a general recognition of, 


tho usefulness of his work. 


Congress has been making annual ap- 


propriations, and in this bill, an I be- 
fore remarked, there are about $600,000 
for this bureau. 
Strange as it may 


seem, while this work does make valu- 
able books, good drawings and pictnres 
which are exceedingly fine and very in- 
structive, while it collects good informa- 
tion which the world appreciates highly, 
yet the work in tbe field etops at the 
point where immediate necessity begins. 
It leaves out the most important part of 
such a survey by refraining from that 
which is needed to make it of practical 
utility for people desiring to 
make 


homes. 


It should not only show the geology 


and topography, but it should show 
what lauds arc arable and where ditches 
and reservoirs should be made for the 
purpose of reclaiming such amide lands 
by irrigation. That is of the first im- 
portance. 
The topography must be de- 


termined, aud that is tho principal ex- 
pense, while the matters relating to 
irrigation are- vastly more important. 
There is no provision for practical seg- 
regation, so that tbe people cau know 
what land can be brought under culti- 
vation and what can not. 


This amendment provides for the ap- 


propriation of $250,000 for the purpose 
of enabling the work now in progress in 
the field to be extended BO as to provide 
homes for tbe people. The amendment 
is germane. Eighty per cent, of the 
proposed work is topography, the same 
work in which the bureau ia now en- 
gaged, and for which a largo amount is 
alrundy appropriated in tie bill. lu 
fact it is of the same character precisely. 
It is adding to tbe information for which 
WB are already paying $600,000 a year. 


In after years tlio scientific world 


muy be benefited by the Geological Sur- 
vey, but what we want now is imme- 
diate benefit to tbe country. Let me 
appeal to tho Senate to appropriate 
money for tbis purpose now. I( we do 
not proceed with this at onoo it will be 
too late. Tbis matter will not admit of 
delay, 
\Ve£otin not delay this part of 


the survey for this reason, and I want 
the Senate to understand this particu- 
larly. 


The ranges of mountains iu this 


country have, as a iule, flat places, 
lakes, swamps, aud places covered with 
grass at high altitudes, from which 
wutor U discharged 
through narrow 


gorges easily dammed. They are very 
numerous at the heads of all the great 
and small streams, some of them known 
as parks, some as lakes, and others as 
monutain meadows. 


While these places are not fit, as a 


rule, to make homes, baing too high, so 
tliat people ct'n not live there during the 
Winter on account of the deep BUOWH, 
still cattle-men take stock there in Sum- 
mer, and they are using every means to 
get title so that they can make Summer 
ranges. 
There are many places wbera 


they have already acquired title to these 
reservoir sites. 


It is necessary to have these resov- 


voii-s in this region, because Ihe snow 
aud rain come iu the Winter, aud if it is 
not saved then it is lost forever." In the 
Spring when the snow is melting in 
every locality I venture to say 95 per 
cent, of the water runs to waste within 
sixty days. In the Winter it lies there 
insno.v, but iu the Spring when the 
snow Roes off it goes in a flow, which is 
injurious to the country below, injuri- 
ous to the Missippi Valley, and injuri- 
ous to the whole country by causing 
floods. In California and in the interior 
it simply makes floods and does harm 
aud no good. 
If it could be kept back 


sixty to ninety days and spread over tho 
laad yon would have the most fertile 
country in the world. 


There is no kind of laud that can 


produce equal to irrigated land. You 
can raise a great number of crops by ir- 
rigation. 
The sediment that comes 


down with the water fertilizes the land, 
and you can raise and continue to raise 
crop aflor crop. 
It is, I nay, the boat 


land we have in the country, and thu re 
is a large extent of it. 


The country that is desert, that is, 


the country that cau not raise crops 
without irrigation, constitutes 
about 


two-fifths of the entire area of the 
United States. I do not wish to rois- 
IPIU! by saying that we can irrigate nil of 
this. 
We can irrigate about five per 


cent, of it as estimated by the chief of 
this survey as it now is, without any 
preparation for storing tha water, sim- 
ply by turning on what water we can 
get taking it in the crop season; and by 
Htoring it he estimates that wo can util- 
ize 14 per cent of the whole of this laud. 
There are places whore you can by 
storing it utilize 50 per cent., and there 
ore vast regions—sometiuir.-i you will 
find 300,000 or 400,000 norfH iu a body 
•—that might be irrigated liy Hi" avail- 
able waters if they were saved.--[£ yon 
do not make tbesa reservoir1! .'UK! com- 
mence the system now it w i l l be too 
late. 


It would be interesting if thn Senate 


could examine the map of li..)iu as I 
bad au opporiuuity to do. 
I N»W a very 


elaborate survey of ludia bu/u^l't hero 
by an engineer named Mr. llmertou, 
wbo had been working on it fur twenty 
years. The whole of that vast region 
WHS covered with little dots indicating 
reservoirs supplying one hundred and 
fifty million to two hnudre'1 million of 
people with water. 


About forty years ago, however, Eng- 


land, (finding that sometim.'.s in dry 
yours the reservoirs would uot b« filled, 
thereby oiitsing drought an 1 famine, 
undertook to dam and divert thu large 
rivers, »nd by the expendituiu of vast 
sums Qf money and rnagnitiocut engi- 
neering they have removed all d Miger of 
famine in India. 


We now have this problem to deal 


with, and what we want to do is to take 
ths preliminary steps and preserve the 
country BO that we may have a proper 
system of irrigation and not allow Ihe 
reservoir sites to be monopolized in 
anch a manner as to render it impossi- 
ble to xitilize tho waste waters, which 
now cause floods and benefit nobody. 


Besides, we arc now coming to a point 


whon the Territories are being settled 
up and people want to make homes 
there. 
A good deal of harm has been 


already done by speculators by monop- 
olizing the water." They have gine on 
the streams and made claims in such 
a manner as to obstruct settlement and 
the use of the water for irrigation, but 
in most cases you can still go above and 
store water to supply large areaa. It is 
important now that this system should 
be commenced, and if you will give tho 
country the information, if you will] 


show tbe people the lands that can be 
reclaimed, show them where homes can 
be made, they will make the homes. 


I am not here asking for an appro- 


priation for the purpose of irrigation. 
I am simply asking lor «uch survsys as 
are necessary to enable the people to 
utilize this vast region. It may be said 
that we should wait for tho Commutes 
on Public Lands to mature a land sjs- 
tem, I call the attention of the Senate 
to the fact that it is unnecessary to wait 
for any action on the part of the Com- 
mittee on Public Lauds, and in (act 
this must precede any intelligent uotian 
on their part. 


We must know before we legislate 


further how to dispose of these lands. 
We ought to know what lands we have; 
we ought to have the reservations for 
the reservoirs which we know are to be 
kept for the common good. 
We ought 


to have those reservoirs made at onoe. 
ought to have the lines for the.ditohes 
and canals located at once, for their 
localities are determined by nature and 
not by the Committee on Public Lands. 


The places where we are to have res- 


ervoirs in these mountains to store 
water and the lines of ditches to com- 
mand the country and distribute that 
water are located by the laws of nature 
by the formation of the country; and 
when that is done, when we know where 
our source of supply is an I the extent 
of that supply, how much land can be 
irrigated, where ditches have in be con- 
structed in order to reclaim tho lands, 
then we can pass a law for the disposal 
of the lands intelligently to prevent mo- 
nopoly and to enable the people to ac- 
quire homes, but before you say your 
land shall be disposed of you must 
know what kind of land it ia. 


The desert land upon which no water 


can be brought, where there is no place 
for reservoirs, where there is coteraiu- 
fall sufficient, whore you only have a 
little grass for catlle or for sheep—that 
kind of land can be disposed of in one 
way under rules and regulations. In 
fact, there is a good deal of land in my 
State and in other places that never 
ought to be surveyed or sectionized, be- 
cause it is cot worth it. 
You can maka 


some arrangement by leasing such lands 
to have them utililized. Evory ditch 
which is diverted makes a new lease of 
water supply, and cattle can range from 
it further back into the mountains and 
deserts than thoy could from the river 
or water supply trorn which tho ditch is 
taken. 


In disposing of such land, not ca- 


pable of irrigation, different rules and 
regulations will be necessary; but land 
which can be covered by water and can 
be reclaimed is the choicest part of tbe 
heritage of this country, and should be 
disposed of with great care, and should 
be such as to enable settlers to reclaim 
it, and also to prevent monopoly. 


If you have the information before 


you, if you have your map of your reser- 
voirs and your ditches, you can say to 
the people upon what terms they can 
get upon the land, build their reservoir-', 
construct their ditches, and reclaim tlui 
land. 
If you will give them this infor- 


mation, population will continue to flow 
into tbat country. It is a most desirable 
country; it is most healthful; it is a 
vigorous mountain country, abundantly 
productive, only requiring irrigation. 


But if you say that you will wait until 


a plan has been devised by which to dis- 
pose of these lands, when no plan can 
be devised uutil you have the informa- 
tion, you will continue to wait, aud the 
places for reservoirs will be picked up, 
your ditch linos will be obstructed, pri- 
vate rights will have intervened, the 
land will be taken up by cattlemen and 
others, and the day when it can be util- 
ized for homes will be postponed in- 
definitely, until the population RRts so 
vast, so pressing that the necessities of 
tho country will require buying out the 
places for reservoirs and forco a new 
development. 


You should make your surveys in ad- 


vance and give the people information 
of what there is. That IB nil we ask. 
With that information I promise TJ.OU 
that there are people enough ia the 
United States to avail themselves of it 
to make homes 111 the most healthful 
Riid productive part of the country. 


If you can spend $600,000 a year for 


the purposes of science ami the future, 
I do not object to that. 
We ought to 


do all that we can for science, to iut'orm 
the world of whut wo have end to under- 
stand ourselves what we have in our 
country; but I say while you do that, 
and the surveyors aro in the fiold mak- 
ing these topographical surveys, yon 
ought to add a little more, so as to 
show the line of deniarkation between 
tbe arable laud and tho liuid thatciiiuot 
be cultivated, and mark out the hues 
for ditches and reseivoira as a part of 
your topographical survey. 


Wbeu you »ro working for science, 


which I approve, do something for the 
settlers;, do stim«!hing to prevent these 
lands being placed iu a potition where 
they 
cannot hereafter be 
irrigated. 


This is the time. If you will pass this 
law and show the people of the West 
tbe laud that can be reclaimed and bow 
it is situated you may then go before 
the Committee on Public Lands and 
they can devise some scheme whereby 
tho people can take land without danger 
of monopoly. 


This appropriation is recommended by 


Major Powell, having these surveys iu 
charge, and also recommended by the 
Interior Department. There are several 
communications from the Interior De- 
partment, which ban considered this 
subjaot so far as its officers have been 
able, and the Secretary adopts the esti- 
mate of Major Powell. 


There was a joint resolution passed 


requiring this investigation, which was 
introduced and reported from the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands by the Senator 
from Colorado [Mr. Teller], requiring 
that this kind of investigation be made. 
As I said before, the statute^ require 
that the Geological Survey shall also 
classify the land, bat do not provide for 
making locations for these reservoirs and 
ditches; and in view of thia condition of 
things a resolution was passed by the 
Senate in the following language: 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the 


Interior is hereby direutarl to report to 
the Senate what appropriation is neces- 
sary to enable the United State* Geo- 
logical Survey to carry into effect tha 
joint resolution "directing the Secretary 
of tho Interior, by means of the Geo- 
logical Survey, to investigate the practi- 
cability of constructing reservoirs for 
the storage of water in Iho avid region 
of the Uniled Stuffs, aud to report to 
Congress," approved March 20, 1S88, , 


and the several Acts of Congress re- 
quiring such Geological Survey, under 
.the direction of th« rWrptary of the In- 
terior, to classify thu imbku lands and 
furnish a map or maps showing the 
various divisions of the public domain 
suitable for agricultural, mineral, and 
other 
purposes; 
and 
particularly to 


segregate the lands susceptible of irri- 
gation, where irrigation is required, 
from other lands, and designating places 
for reservoirs, canals, aud other hy- 
draulic works. 


Tbo-t was the resolution, and in 
r<3- 


sponse to it tha Secretary of the Interior 
writes: 


In response therato I trausmit here- 


with a report from the Director of tha 
United States Geological Survey em- 
bodying his views as to the method of 
conducting the required investigation, 
and recommending that an appropria- 
tion of $250,000 be made for the pur- 
pose. I have no means to make any 
estimate other than the considerations 
presented 
by the Director. The ex- 


aminations and study made by him have 
necessarily caused a delay m making 
response to the resolution which has 
been due to no other reason.

The President pro tempore of the Sen- 


ate. 
Then here is a long letter from Major 


Powell explaining what is necessary to 
be done to carry out thB design of the 
resolution in connection with the Geo- 
logical Survey. Major Powell has also 
been before the Committee oa Appro- 
priations and given his testimony; but 
independent of testimony and inde- 
pendent of everything else here is a vast 
region of country requiring irrigation, 
without which it is useless and with 
which it will become a most productive 
part of the United States. 


It is liable to be placed in such a 


position in a few years by monopoly of 
the sources of the streams so that irriga- 
tion will ba very much retarded or pre- 
vented. It is tieoessary in order that 
settlements may go on that the people 
shall have immediate access to this 
country; they are there now desiring to 
make homes, and I say that tbis ap- 
propriation is absolutely necessary, and 
if we have any regard for ths public 
lands, any rpgard for the settlers, we 
must let them know whftt wo hbvs nud 
what we c",u do with it, 


I hops that, the amendment will be 


adopted and become a low, and that it 
will not be defeated on any technical 
ground. In fact I do not believe there 
is any technical ground of objection 
against it. It has been recommended 
by a committee. It merely increases 
tho appropriation for a topographical 
survey, aud it is simply to carry out 
laws that nro now in force and for tho 
purpose of inquiring iiito a subject ab- 
solutely necessary if tho arid country 
is to be settled.
